Hie  total  number  of  deaths  registered  at  all  ages  was  426  giving  a 
crude  death  rate  of  13.4  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  the 
average  figure  of  14.4  for  the  previous  five  years. 


For  comparative  purposes  with  other  areas  this  rate — adjusted  by 
using  the  comparability  factor  sluppUed  by  (the  Registrar  General — is 
13.3  per  1,000  population  as  against  11.5  for  the  whole  country. 


I he  actual  causes  of  death  as  classified  by  the  Registrar  General  are 
given  in  Table  I. 


Ehe  highest  proportion  of  the  total  deaths  is  accounted  for  by  diseases 
of  the  Heart  (28  per  cent.),  Haemorrhage  of  Brain  (18  per  cent.).

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SECTION  III. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

Domestic  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation  (Woodhead 
supply)  and  by  the  Ashton  Corporation.  Both  are  moderately  soft  waters 
treated  for  purity  at  the  source,  but  the  first  mentioned  water  frequently 
has  a peaty  discolouration.  Four  service  reservoirs  are  used,  one  of 
which  is  of  old  stone-pitched  construction,  and  none  of  which  is 
covered. 

The  scheme  for  the  modernisation  and  expansion  of  the  Waterworks 
undertaking  described  in  my  report  for  1955  is  still  awaiting  approval  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  The  appropriate  Water 
Order  authorising  construction  work  is  to  be  submitted  as  soon  as  possible. 

A local  supply  for  industrial  purposes  is  filtered,  but  is  unfit  for 
domestic  use  without  sterilisation. 

The  yearly  average  daily  consumption  is  1.54  million  gallons,  or  49 
gallons  per  head  of  which  0.66  million  gallons  or  21  gallons  per  head  is 
the  domestic  consumption. 

The  water  is  supplied  through  approximately  63  miles  of  mains  many 
of  which  arc  old  and  in  need  of  cleaning  and  renewal.  3.4  miles 
of  main  have  been  reconditioned  with  very  satisfactory  results,  further 
lengths  are  to  be  treated  this  year. 

Corporation  piped  water  is  supplied  to  11,538  dwellings  in  the 
Borough  . Wells  and  springs  are  the  source  of  supply  to  120  farms  and 
dweli'ngs  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  and  these  cannot  be  considered 
satisfactory. 

Sixteen  samples  of  Corporation  drinking  water  were  taken  and  all  were 
found  to.  be  highly  satisfactory.  Five  samples  were  taken  from  wells  and 
springs;  two  being  satisfactory  and  three  unsatisfactory.  In  addition  two 
samples  were  taken  of  industrial  supplv. 

Water  supplied  to  the  Swimming  Baths  is  also  regularly  examined. 
During  the  year  2 samples  of  this  water  were  examined,  both  of  which  were 
satisfactory.

Rodent  Control. 

Under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  Local 
Authonty  is  responsible  for  inspecting  the  district  to  discover  rodent 
infestations.  The  inspection  and  treatment  of  business  premises,  par- 
ticularly food  premises,  occupies  a large  proportion  of  the  time  of  the 
two  rodent  operators.. 

In  addition,  much  work  has  been  done  in  treating  infestations  in 
private  dwellings  (this  work  being  carried  out  free  of  charge)  ; in  in- 
specting Local  Authority  property  and  treating  where  necessary  ; and  in 
carrying  out  two  “maintenance  treatments”  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in 
sewers  together  with  surface  treatments  of  the  Sewage  Works. 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  during  the  year  was 
188  (96  rats,  92  mice).  Of  the  92  infestations  by  mice  none  could  be 
classed  as  “serious”.  A total  of  183  treatments  was  carried  out  to  deal 
with  these  infestations,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  was  2,887.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Since  the  “Clean  Food”  Byelaws  came  into  force  in  1950,  followed  by 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  1955,  considerable;  attention  has  been 
paid  to  food  premises.  The  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  recently  com- 
pleted a survey  of  food  premises  of  all  kinds,  as  a result  of  which  con- 
siderable improvements  have  been  brought  about  in  many  of  them. 

Milk  Supply  (Registration  and  Licences). 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949,  and  the  various  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations  of  that  year,  there  are  166  registered 
Milk  Distributors  and  14  registered  Dairies,  and  the  following  licences  have 
been  issued : — 

22  dialers’  licences  and  2 supplementary  licences  in  respect  of  Tuber- 
culin Tested  milk,  20  dealers’  licences  and  2 supplementary  licences  in 
respect  of  Pasteurised  milk,  and  143  dealers’  licences  and  3 supplementary 
licences  for  Sterilised  milk. 

Tests  for  Cleanliness,  etc. 

94  samples  of  raw  milk  were  examined  of  which  82  satisfied  the  Methy- 
lene Blue  Test  and  11  were  unsatisfactory,  1 sample  was  not  tested  for 
Methvlene  Blue.  2 samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
Phosphatase  and  Methylene  Blue  Tests,  both  being  satisfactory ; and  5 
samples  of  Sterilised  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Turbidity  Test,  all  of 
which  were  satisfactory.  These  samples  were  examined  in  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall  Plospital,  Manchester. 

Tests  by  Inoculation  of  Guinea  Pigs  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

The  main  object  of  sampling  is  the  search  for  Tuberculosis,  and  the 
result  of  this  year's  work  compared  with  the  results  in  previous  years  is 
shown  in  the  table  below. 

Of  the  94  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  examination  6 or  6.38  per  cent, 
were  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  In  the  cases  where  positive  results 
were  obtained  the  appropriate  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
not  lied,  the  offending  animal  being  traced,  and  destroyed  in  accordance 
with  tite  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.

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Ice  Cream. 

There  are  6 manufacturers  and  1 10  vendors  of  Ice  Cream  on  the 
register.  Of  the  manufacturers,  three  manufacture  Ice  Cream  regularly, 
one  makes'  it  only  occasionally,  and  the  remaining  two  retail  a pre-packed 
Ice  Cream  manufactured  elsewhere. 

During  the  year  twenty-nine  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methv- 
lene  Blue  Test,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Sixteen  of  these  were  of 
Ice  Cream  manufactured  outside  the  Borough. 


Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  two  private  slaughterhouses  were  licenced.  No 
killing  has  taken  place  in  either  of  them,  however,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  occupier  of  one  of  them  did  not  seek  to  have  the  licence  re- 
newed. 

A lay-out  plan  for  a slaughterhouse  for  a large  meat  products  factory" 
in  the  borough  has  been  submitted  to  officers  of  the  Council.  As  >"et  no 
application  for  a slaughterhouse  licence  has  been  made,  but  if,  as  is  likely, 
such  an  application  is  made  in  1958  and  is  granted,  the  number  of  pigs 
killed  will  be  so  great  that  the  work  of  inspecting  them  will  be  more  than 
the  present  staff  could  undertake.  It  is  likely  that  two.  additional  public 
health  inspectors  will  be  required.

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

Sixty-six  licences  reporting  movements  of  animals  were  received  during 
the  year  and  the  necessary  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

Under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Waste-Food  Order,  1957,  the  duty  of 
licensing  premises  where  waste  food  is  used  for  animal  feeding  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  Local 
Authorities.  Five  premises  were  already  licensed  by  the  Ministry,  but 
following  a survey  of  premises  known  as  likely  to  be  used  for  pig-keeping, 
the  Council  decided  that  a further  five  premises  should  be  licensed. 
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An  outbreak  of  Fowl  Pest  was  confirmed  in  a poultry  farm  in  the 
borough  in  November,  '1957.  The  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Inspector  had  all 
the  poultry  on  the  farm  and  on  several  nearby  allotments  slaughtered,  and 
was  able  to  prevent  the  disease  from  spreading. 


Shops  — Hours  of  Closing  Acts. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  six  shops  engaging 
in  normal  trading  on  Sundays.  Warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  shop- 
keepers, and  from  subsequent  observations  it  appeared  that  these  had  been 
effective. 
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SECTION  IV. 


CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 
General  Clinics  and  Welfare  Centres. 

HYDE  (Parsonage  Street) — These  premises,  originally  built  for  M. 
and  C.W.  Services  as  part  of  the  Hyde  1914-18  War  Memorial  provide 
a unit  in  the  National  Health  Service,  and  are  rented  to  the  County 
Council  as  an  all-purpose  Clinic  Centre. 

The  sessions  administered  by  the  County  Council  are  devoted  to  the 
care  of  mothers  and  young  children  and  are  held  on  three  half-days  per 
week.  Services  administered  by  Manchester  Regional  Hosipital'  Board 
occupy  eleven  sessions  per  week — ten  being  devoted  to  Physiotherapy 
and  one  to  supervision  of  Ante-Natal  cases  desirous  of  admission  to 
hospitals  and  maternity  homes. 

Examination  and  treatment  sessions  are  held  as  under:  — 

Monday  to  Friday:  Physiotherapy  treatment  sessions — each  morning  and 
afternoon. 

Tuesday  2 to  4 p.m.:  Ante-natal  Clinic  for  cases  to  be  admitted  to 
Maternity  Institutions- -attended  by  a Consultant,  and  staff  of 
the  Aspland  Maternity  Home. 

Wednesday  2 to  4 p.m.:  Child  Welfare  Clinic  attended  by  a Medical 
Officer  and  two  Health  Visitors. 

^Thursday  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.:  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  which  one 
Health  Visitor  attends. 

^Thursday  (1st  and  3rd)  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.:  Toddlers’  Clinic  (by 
appointment)  at  which  a Medical  Officer  and  Health  Visitor 
attend. 

Thursday  2 to  4 p.m. : Ante-natal  Clinic  for  cases  who  desire  their  con- 
finements to  take  place  at  home  under  the  care  of  private 
practitioners  and  domiciliary  midwives.  A Medical  Officer, 
Health  Visitor  and  Midwives  attend. 

Friday  2 to  4 p.m.:  Orthopaedic  Consultant’s  weekly  session. 

A resident  caretaker/cleaner  is  employed  by  the  County  Council. 
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One  good  feature  of  the  services  now  provided  is  that  relaxation 
classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  weekly  and  have  been  extended 
to  include  cases  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and  by  family 
doctors.  These  classes  are  conducted  by  the  Physiotherapy  staff  and 
are  well  attended. 

It  is  felt  that  by  re-arrangement  of  the  dual  use  put  to  part  of  the 
accommodation  the  difficulties  encountered  in  holding  child  welfare 
sessions  on  Thursday  mornings  could  well  be  overcome.  It  is  anticipated 
that  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  months  it  will  be  possible  to  discontinue 
this  experimental  morning  session  and  in  its  stead  provide  suitable 
facilities  so  as  to  relieve  the  overworked  Wednesday  session  by  sub- 
stituting an  afternoon  session  on  Monday  each  week. 


The  numbers  of  mothers  and  children  attending  on  Wednesdays  also 
revealed  a serious  lack  of  space  for  prams.  It  is  hoped  that  a pram 
shelter  will  be  provided  in  the  near  future,  although  such  provision  would 
not,  in  itself,  relieve  the  congestion. 

It  is  envisaged  that  regular  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  will  be 
held  in  these  premises  during  the  coming  year. 

A feature  of  work  undertaken  during  the  year  is  the  increase  revealed 
by  the  figures  recorded  in  Fable  Kb)  in  respect  of  the  Ante-Natal  care 
of  expectant  women. 

The  Parsonage  Street  Clinic  Centre  now  functions  in  a manner  far 
beyond  the  intention  of  those  public-spirited  citizens  who  gave 
ffirth  to  its  establishment  34  years  ago  as  a means  to  reduce  the  wastage  of 
life  in  the  early  years  of  childhood.  With  the  passing  of  the  years  since 
then  greater  use  has  been  made  of  the  accommodation  as  and  when  new 
developments  in  the  health  services  were  introduced;  only  by  extension  of 
the  building  could  additional  work  now  be  undertaken,  and  it  is  fortunate 
that  ground  space  is  available  for  the  purpose. 

HYDE  (Bayley  Hall) — The  County  Council  occupy  a section  of 
Bayl’ey  Hall,  situated  in  Hyde  Public  Park,  on  a rental  basis.  Two  child 
Welfare  Clinics  are  held  each  week  and  immunisations  also  are  carried  out 
at  one  of  these  sessions.  The  Monday  Clinic  is  attended  by  a Medical 
Officer)  and  a Health  Visitor;  the  Friday  session  being  attended  by  a 
Health  Visitor  only.  Provisional  plans  provide  that  in  the  near  future 
a Medical  Officer  will  attend  both  sessions. 

The  premises  are  used  on  other  occasions  in  connection  with  the 
examination  of  school  children,  immunisations,  etc.  when  accommodation 
at  Parsonage  Street  and  the  School  Clinic  is  not  available. 


Members  of  the  M.  and  C.W.  Voluntary  Committee  assist  the  Health 
Visitors,  and  a member  of  the  Clerical  Staff  attends  for  the  sale  of  infant' 
foods,  etc. 


Cleaning  and  general  maintenance  is  undertaken  by  a member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Parks  Superintendent. 

HOLLINGWORTH — The  premises  on  Wedneshough  Green, i are 
used  as  a multi-purpose  Clinic  providing  facilities  for  Ante-Natal,  Child 
Welfare,  and  School  Children  and  for  Immunisation  sessions. 


Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  the  storage  of  infant  foods,  etc. 
and  as  a loan  store  for  the  nursing  requisites  previously  accommodated 
at  the  Hollingworth  Council  Offices.

Members  of  the  local  Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee  assist  by  pro- 
viding teas,  attending  to  the  sale  of  infant  foods  and  in  carrying  out 
necessary  clerical  duties. 

RROADBOTTOM — Clinics  are  held  at  the  Methodist  Church  School 
on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

The  staff  consists  of  a local  Adedical  Practitioner  and  a Health 
Visitor,  who  are  assisted  by  members  of  a local  Ladies’  Voluntary  Com- 
mittee as  in  the  case  of  Hollingworth  and  Tintwistle  Clinics.

Five  Health  Visitors,  of  whom  four  are  allocated  to  duties  in  the 
Borough  of  Hyde  and  one  in  the  Longdendale  and  Tintwistle  districts, 
are  responsible  for  much  of  the  front  line  preventive  work  in  areas  allotted 
to  them  in  the  Division.  This  work  now  extends  far  beyond  the  limits 
of  those  for  which  Health  Visitors  originally  were  appointed  as  cus- 
todians of  health  of  infants  and  young  children  thirty  years  ago,  as  it 
now  embraces  many  other  aspects  in  the  lives  of  any  member  of  the 
community  from  birth  to  old  age,  both  from  the  health  and  the  welfare 
aspects.  Following  a full  training  in1  general  hospital  and  midwifery 
nursing,  special  training  in  preventive  nursing,  without  which  they  cannot 
hold  a position  as  Health  Visitor,  they  eventually  become  an  important 
link  between  the  preventive  and  curative  sections  of  the  health  service, 
functioning  in  the  main  as  educationalists  and  social  workers  in  the  field 
of  positive  health. 


Visits  to  the  households  form  a large  part  of  this  work,  and  for  this 
purpose  19,220  such  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  (vide  Table  IV  k 
This  aspect  of  their  duties  has  markedly  increased  since  the  inauguration 
of  the  National  Health  Service  aivl  more  particularly  during  the  last  six 
years,  the  number  of  visits  paid  during  1957  exceeding  by  4,000  the  average 
yearly  visits  recorded  for  the  preceding  five  years. 
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Their  duties  also  include  attendance  at  clinics  of  various  types,  clean- 
liness inspections  of  school  children,  and  endeavouring  to  solve  many  of 
the  difficult  family  problems  frequently  encountered  in  the  course  of  their 
daily  routine.  Theirs  is  work  requiring  a thorough  knowledge  of  human 
relationships — often  frustrating,  but  requiring  tact  to  an  unusual  degree. 


NATIONAL  WELFARE  FOODS  DISTRIBUTION 

The  main  distribution  centre  at  Water  Street  School,  Hyde„  is  open 
daily.  Foods  are  distributed  to  six  subsidiary  centres  within  the  area — 
mainly  M.  and  C.W.  Clinics — by  vehicles  of  the  Ambulance  Service. 


There  are,  therefore,  good  opportunities  for  obtaining  these  foods  at 
widely  separated  points  at  convenient  hours.  Supplies  are  obtained  by 
surrendering  coupons  or  tokens  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  National  In- 
surance.

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  was  19,220 — an  increase  bf  1,726  over 
the  previous  year. 

Three  of  the  Health  Visitors  possess  motor  cars  and  travelling  ex- 
penses are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  Essential  Car  user 
scheme  of  payments. 


Factory  Nurseries. 

Two  Industrial  Day  Nurseries  in  the  Division  have  received  super- 
visory attention  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and  the  children  arc 
inspected  by  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Domiciliary  Nursing  Service 

Two  full-time  nurses  reside  at  17,  Henry  Street,  Hyde,  which  is 
property  belonging  to  the  County  Council.  The  living  conditions  are 
good  and  there  is  adequate  room  for  the  storage  of  nursing  equipment 
for  issue  on  loan  to  patients. 

Invalid  wheel-chairs  are  stored  on  the  premises  rented  for  Welfare 
Food  purposes  in  Water  Street  School.  Applications  for  loan  of  chairs 
are  dealt  with  in  the  Health  Department. 

The  two  nurses  accommodated  in  these  premises  are  assisted  by  part- 
time  non-resident  staff  in  attending  to  the  needs  of  sick  persons  in  their 
own  homes. 

Two  motor  cars  owned  by  the  County  Council  are  available  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  nurses,  thus  enabling  the  work  to  be  undertaken  ex- 
peditiously. 
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I wo  full-time  nurses,  residing  in  their  own  homes,  render  similar 
services  in  the  Longdendale  and  Tintwistle  areas,  one  of  whom  owns  a 
car,  the  running  costs  of  which  are  borne  by  the  County  Council.

It  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  work  done  by  these  nurses  plays 
a very  important  part  in  relieving  pressure  on  hospitals  as,  in  the  absence 
of  such  home  nursing  services,  many  patients  would  have  to  be  admitted 
to  hospitals  thereby  creating  further  demands  on  an  already  overworked 

service. 


Provision  of  Nursing  Requisites. 

Patients  nursed  in  their  own  homes  by  the  Domiciliary  Nurses  are 
provided  with  nursing  requisites  on  a loan  basis.  Articles  such  as  bed- 
pans,  crutches,  etc.  are  stored  at  the  home  of  the  resident  nurses  in  Hyde, 
17,  Henry  Street.  A small  returnable  deposit  is  made  for  these  articles. 
In  the  case  of  wheel-chairs,  beds  and  other  more  expensive  articles  a small 
weekly  rental  is  charged  in  addition  to  the  deposit.

Returnable  deposits  amounted  to  £36  Is.  6d.  and1  £19  12s.  Od.  was  paid 
by  patients  for  the  loan  of  equipment.

Nurses  Residence — Shaw  Hall. 

This  house  provides  living  accommodation  comprising  one  furnished 
and  one  unfurnished  flat  for  two  nurses.  Rentals  are  paid  by  the  nurses. 

Both  flats  are  occupied  by  Health  Visitors  attached  to  the  Stalybridge 
and  Dukinfield  Division.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

The  scheme  of  protective  treatment,  initiated  in  1956,  whereby  British 
prepared  Anti-Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  was  offered  to  selected  age  groups 
of  children  born  in  the  years  1947  to  1954  was  continued  and  extended 
during  1957  by  the  addition  of  the  inclusion  of  children  bom  in  the 
years  1955  and  1956. 

Of  the  1,326  children  whose  parents  desired  that  they  should  be 
treated  sufficient  vaccine  was  received  to  treat  156  during  1956. 

At  the  end  of  1957,  the  number  treated  with  two  treatments  teas 
1,166,  and  a further  213  had  received  only  one  dose.  Due  to  insufficient 
vaccine  891  could  not  be  treated.  During  the  latter  part  of  1957  it  wras 
evident  that  supplies  of  British  prepared  vaccine  could  not  meet  the 
demand.  The  Ministry  of  Health,  following  satisfactory  tests  as  to  its 
safety,  agreed  to  import  vaccine  prepared  in  the  U.S.A.  and  in  doing  so 
extended  the  scheme  so  as  to  offer  treatment  to  (a)  all  children  over  6 
months  to  15  years  of  age  and  (b)  expectant  mothers  and  other  selected 
adults  whose  work  rendered  them  at  risk  of  becoming  infected  from  any 
cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Judging  by  the  number  of  parents  who  now  desire  to  have  their 
children  protected  against  this  disease,  much  time  and  energy  will  be  re- 
quired to  complete  the  programme  projected  for  1958. 


CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT. 


During  the  year,  convalescent  home  accommodation  was  arranged  for 
two  adults  and  one  child. 


The  total  cost  amounted  to  £62  Is.  Od.  of  which  £20  5s.  Od.  was  assessed 
as  chargeable  to  the  patients. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE.

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All  the  Domestic  Helps  are  employed  as  temporary  staff,  one  of  whom 
works  upon  a full-time  basis  of  44  hours  and  a further  number,  which  has 
varied  between  14  and  19,  upon  a part-time  basis — the  total  number  of 
hours  worked  being  16,938. 


Their  duties  are  allotted  by  a part-time  Supervisor  who  is  employed 
in  a like  capacity  in  the  North  East  Division.

The  patients  are  charged  in  accordance  with  the  income  of  the  house- 
hold, the  actual  cost  to  them  being  assessed  by  reference  to  the  County 
Council  Assessment  Scale;  this  allowed  of  a variation  in  charges  from  3d. 
to  3/3  per  hour  until  September  when  the  maximum  charge  was  increased 
to  3/6  per  hour. 


The  amount  charged  to  the  recipients  of  assistance  was  £479  4s.  9d. 
of  which  11/5  was  written  off  as  being  “irrecoverable.” 


During  the  year  183  visits  to  the  homes  were  paid  by  the  Health 
Visiting  Staff  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  need  or  otherwise  for 
assistance  to  be  provided. 
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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND 

AFTER-CARE. 

Tuberculosis. 

I he  Consultant  Chest  Physicians  carry  out  the  major  part  of  their 
duties  at  the  Chest  Clinic  administered  by  the  Hospital  Boards  but  part  of 
their  t.me  is  allocated  to  the  Local  Health  Authorities,  thereby  ensuring 
some  degree  of  co-ordination  between  these  two  sections  of  the  service. 

I he  Health  Visitors  are  responsible  for  the  home  visits  relative  to  the 
care  and  after-care  of  these  patients  and  periodic  reports  are  prepared  by 
them  for  submission  to  the  Chest  Physician. 

Upon  the  preventive  aspect  also  must  be  mentioned  the  facilities  given 
for  the  protection  of  contacts  of  patients  and  of  13  year  old  children  by 
B.C.G.  inoculation  as  indicated  on  page  33.

Ten  families  were  re-housed  during  1957  where  a member  of  the 
family  suffered  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  again  in  Hyde  during  the  year.  This 
was  its  third  visit  and  covered  the  period  2nd  January  to  25th  February, 

1957. 

As  before,  a publicity  campaign  was  conducted  and,  w7hilst  in  Hyde, 
the  Unit  was  located  at  thirteen  centres,  mainly  on  industrial  premises. 

The  total  number  X-rayed  was  10,830  but  on  this  occasion  no  school 
children  w'ere  examined  unless  they  attended  the  public  sessions  with  their 
parents. 
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in  addition  to  the  above  survey  in  Hyde  a visit  was  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Welfare  Centre,,  Holling- 
worth,  on  the  12th,  13th,  and  18th  June,  1957,  when  658  persons  were 
examined.  This  was  to  cover  the  outlying  districts  of  Mottram,  Holling- 
worth  and  Tintwistle. 


The  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit  makes  the  following  comments:  — 


(1)  The  total  number  X-rayed  shows  a substantial  rise  on  the  1952  figures 

mainly  amongst  the  General  Public  group  (over  100  per  cent.),  but 
the  Factories  group  also  shows  an  increase  of  over  20  per  cent. 

(2)  The  number  of  tuberculous  cases  (requiring  treatment  oir  close  ob- 

servation) discovered  has  risen  from  7 in  1952  to  201  in  this  Survey, 
giving  an  incidence  of  nearly  2 per  thousand,  which  is  clearly  more 
representative  of  an  industrial  area  than  that  of  1952  (.8  per  thousand) 
and  of  1949  (1.2  per  thousand). 

(3)  Significance  of  the  increasing  incidence  of  bronchial  carcinoma  is  the 

discovery  of  five  cases  as  compared  with  only  one  in  1952.  All 
were  in  middle  aged  and  elderly  males. 


Mental  Health 

Mr.  J.  Thompson,  the  duly  Authorised  Officer  of  the  Hyde  and 
Stalvbridge  District  has  investigated,  within  the  Hyde  Division,  66  cases 
referred  to  him  on  mental  grounds.  Of  these,  36  were  admitted  to  mental 
hospitals,  12  were  treated  at  out-patients  clinics;  domiciliary  visits  by  the 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  were  arranged  in  4 cases;  1 patient  became  too  ill 
to  move  before  admission  could  be  arranged;  1 case  was  dealt  with  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  In  1 1 cases,  no  action  was 
taken  after  initial  investigation,  and  in  the  other  case  the  information  laid 
by  the  Authorised  Officer  was  dismissed  by  the  Magistrate. 


Regular  visits  have  been  paid  by  the  duly  authorised  officer  to  the 
male  mental  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 


His  assistance  has  been  requested  in  arranging  on  behalf  of  the  General 
Practitioners  for  the  admission  of  two  chronic  sick  cases  to  hospitals  and 
of  three  homeless  persons  to  Institutional  accommodation  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Welfare  Officer.

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OCCUPATION  CENTRE. 


The  Hyde  Occupation  Centre  was  opened  on  the  5th  September,  1955, 
in  the  Gee  Cross  Methodist  School,  Stockport  Road,  Hyde,  and  is  staffed 
bv  a Supervisor,  two  assistants,  one  domestic  cleaner,  and  a part-time 
kitchen  help. 


The  Centre  is  open  from  9 a.m.  to  3-15  p.m.  (Monday  to  Friday  in- 
clusive) and  in  addition  to  normal  school  holidays  the  Centre  was  closed 
on  five  other  days. 


A mid-day  meal,  cooked  at  an  elementary  school  canteen,  is  provided 
at  charges  which  vary  according  to  the  ages  of  the  pupils  attending  the 
Centre. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  40  pupils  on  the  register,  8 from 
Hyde;  15  from  Stalybridge/Dukinfield;  and  17  from  the  North  East 
Cheshire  Division;  1 child  was  under  5 years  of  age  and  six  others  were  in 
the  16  to  23  age  group.  The  average  attendance  was  26  which  can  be 
considered  very  satisfactory. 


Responsibility  for  the  conveyance  of  Hyde  children  to  and  from  the 
Centre  lies  with  their  parents,  but  in  other  cases  transport  is  provided  by 
the  County  Council.  Attendants  accompany  children  from  outside  the 
Hyde  area  to  ensure  safety  during  the  journeys  to  and  from  the  Centre. 


There  is  undoubted  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the  children  as  a 
result  of  the  training  they  receive  at  the  Centre. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  Hyde  Division  of  the  Cheshire  County  Ambulance  Service  covers 
an  area  of  23,832  acres  in  the  districts  of  Hyde,  Bredbury  and  Romiley, 
Longdendale  and  Tintwistle,  with  a population  of  55,338  persons. 
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During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  the  staff  establishment  con- 
sisted of  1 Supervisor,  1 Driver/Mechanic,  2 Attendants  and  12  Drivers. 
Attendant  N.  Wood  resigned  on  March  25th,  1957,  following  a long  period 
of  illness,  and  was  granted  a disability  pension  by  the  County  Council. 
1 he  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Driver/ Attendant  Albert 
Midgley  on  6th  May,  1957. 


Absence  from  duty  through  sickness  accounted  for  263  days  during 
the  year.

Following  the  September  outbreak  of  Asian  ’Flu,  10  members  of  ’he 
ambulance  staff  were  vaccinated  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  as  a 
precaution  against  the  possibility  of  a second  outbreak  during  the  winter. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  long-distance  trans- 
port of  37  patients  by  ambulance  and  train  for  a total  distance  of  4,048 
miles. 

The  National  Health  Service  (Amendment)  Act,  1957,  which  became 
operative  on  the  1st  October,  1957,  permits  the  use  of  ambulance  vehicles 
for  stand-by  duty  at  public  gatherings  and  sports  events,  subject  to  a charge 
of  £4  4s.  Od.  for  a minimum  period  of  three  hours.  Provision  is  also  made 
for  the  transport  of  sick  or  disabled  persons  who  do  not  come  within  the 
scope  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  at  a charge  based  on  the 
County  Treasurer’s  ascertained  cost  per  mile,  plus  a five  per  cent,  establish- 
ment charge  for  the  double  journey. 


The  Hyde  Ambulance  Vehicles  made  5,654  journeys  to  convey  a 
record  number  of  19,015  patients  for  a total  distance  of  107,199  miles  during 
1957.  Emergency  cases  requiring  immediate  attention,  such  as  road,  in- 
dustrial and  home  accidents,  sudden  illness,  maternity  and  other  urgent 
cases,  accounted  for  2,075  calls. 

The  total  number  of  patients  carried  during  the  year  represents  35 
per  cent,  of  the  combined  population  of  the  service  area.
